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Early Voting on Record Pace 


Numbers show Obama benefiting from massive turnout 


For at least 16 million voters the 2008 elec- 
tion is already over. 

Across the more than 30 states that allow 
no-excuse absentee or early voting, votes 
have been pouring in at a record pace, and 
the data peg Sen Barack Obama as the clear 
beneficiary. 

In the Washington Post-ABC News track- 
ing poll, 59 percent of those who said they 
already voted backed Obama and 40 per- 
cent backed Sen. John McCain. So far, these 


numbers are a near mirror image of those 
from the last two elections. Four years ago, 
George W. Bush scored 60 percent of early 
voters, according to data from the National 
Annenberg Election Study. In 2000, that sur- 
vey put the Republican take at 62 percent. 

The numbers themselves are staggering. 
Michael McDonald, an associate professor at 
George Mason University who compiles early 


voting statistics put it simply: “The aggregate 
number was shocking,” referring to his run- 
ning total of early voters that now tops 16.4 
million. “Looking at them, they’re defying all 
the trends we’ve seen in early voting.” 

He and others estimate that as many as 
a third of all voters may register their choice 
before Nov. 4, about double the proportion who 
did so in 2000. Four years ago, approximately 
one in five voters voted before Election Day.

Obama’s Message Hits Prime Time 


Candidate toughens 
his attaek on McCain 
ahead of special TV ad 

M I AM 1 1 Sen. John McCain charged 
that Sen. Barack Obama lacks “what 
it takes to protect America from ter- 
rorists” Wednesday as he sought to 
shift attention away from the econ- 
omy in the final week of the race for 
the White House. Obama cast his 
rival as a threat to the middle class 
and readied a 30-minute prime-time 
commercial at a cost of millions. 


Obama, who has led in the polls 
for weeks, toughened his rhetoric as 
Republicans and 
even some Demo- 
crats said the race 
to pick the next 
president was 
tightening. 

“If Senator 
McCain is elect- 
ed, 100 million 
Americans will not get a tax cut 
... your health care benefits will 
get taxed for the first time in his- 
tory ... well have another president 


who wants to privatize part of your 
Social Security,” Obama said in 
Raleigh, N.C. 

His appearance was a prelude 
to a costly campaign- closing com- 
mercial. Obama bought time on 
CBS, NBC and Fox for $1 million 
per network for the 30 -minute 
commercial. He also bought time 
for it on Univision, BET, MSNBC 
and TV One. 

Obama blended his sharp rheto- 
ric with a more humorous approach 
as he sought to fend off McCain’s 
charge that his tax policies amount 


to socialism. 

McCain, he said, will soon “be 
accusing me of being a secret com- 
munist because I shared my toys in 
kindergarten.” 

McCain sought to blunt Obama’s 
campaign-closing pitch, lacking the 
funds to match it. 

“He’s got a few things he wants to 
sell you: He’s offering government- 
run health care ... an energy plan 
guaranteed to work without drilling 
... and an automatic wealth spreader 
that folds neatly and fits under any 
bed,” McCain said, (ap)

Study: Tsunami 
Was Biggest in 
About 600 Years 

N E w YO R K I The tsunami that killed 
230,000 people in 2004 was the 
biggest in the Indian Ocean in 
about 600 years, two new geologi- 
cal studies suggest. 

That large gap might explain how 
enough geological stress built up to 
power the huge undersea earthquake 
that launched the killer waves four 
years ago, researchers said. 

Two research teams report that 
by digging pits and taking core 
samples in Thailand and northern 
Sumatra, they found evidence that 
the last comparably large tsunami 
struck between the years 1300 and 
1400. The researchers found depos- 
its of sand that were apparently left 
by the waves, and estimated their 
age with carbon dating of associ- 
ated plant debris, (ap)

Volcanoes Shaped Mercury 


New NASA images 
shed light on planet’s 
mysterious formation 

WASHINGTON I Earth’s first nearly 
full look at Mercury reveals that the 
tiny lifeless planet took a far great- 
er role in shaping itself than was 
thought, with volcanoes spewing 
“mysterious dark blue material.” 

New images from the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration Messenger space probe 
should help settle a decades-old 
debate about what caused parts of 
Mercury to be somewhat smoother 
than it should be. 

NASA released photos on 
Wednesday from Messenger’s fly- 


by earlier this month that gave the 
answer: lots of volcanic activity, 
far more than signs from an ear- 
lier probe. 

Astronomers used to dismiss 
Mercury, the planet closest to the 
sun, as mere “dead rock,” little more 
than a target for cosmic collisions 
that shaped it, said MIT planetary 
scientist Maria Zuber. 

“Now, it’s looking a lot more 
interesting,” Zuber said. “It’s an 
awful lot of volcanic material.” 

New images of filled-in craters 
— one the size of the Baltimore- 
Washington area and filled in with 
more than a mile deep of cooled 
lava — show that 3.8 to 4 billion 
years ago. Mercury was more of 
a volcanic hotspot than the moon 


ever was, Zuber said. 

But it is not just filled-in craters. 
Using special cameras, the probe 
showed what one scientist called 
“the mysterious dark blue materi- 
al.” It was all over the planet. That 
led Arizona State University geol- 
ogist Mark Robinson to speculate 
that the mineral is important but 
still unknown stuff ejected from 
Mercury’s large core in the volca- 
nic eruptions. 

That material was seen with 
NASA’s first partial view of Mer- 
cury by Mariner 10 in the 1970s. 
The latest Messenger images show 
about 95 percent of the planet, and 
the blue stuff was in many places, 
more than astronomers had antici- 
pated. (AP)

IOWA CITY, IOWA I A kosher meat- 
packing plant that was the site of 
one of the nation’s largest immi- 
gration raids was fined nearly $10 
million by the state Wednesday 
over accusations that it violated 
state labor laws. 

Iowa Labor Commissioner Dave 
Neil assessed the civil penalties 
against Agriprocessors in Postville 
for what he called repeated viola- 


tions of Iowa’s wage laws from Jan- 
uary 2006 to June 2008. 

In September, the plant owner 
and managers were charged with 
9,311 misdemeanors alleging they 
illegally hired minors and let chil- 
dren younger than 16 handle dan- 
gerous equipment. The complaint 
Bled said the violations involved 32 
illegal-immigrant children younger 
than 18. (ap)

Dave Heineman said Wednesday he 
will call a special legislative session 
to amend Nebraska’s loosely word- 
ed safe-haven law, which in just a 
few months has allowed parents to 
abandon nearly two dozen children 
as old as 17. 

Heineman had planned to wait 
until the next regular legislative 
session convened in January but 
changed his mind as the number 
of children dropped off at hospitals 
grew. Two teenagers were aban- 
doned Tuesday night alone, and 
three children dropped off previous- 
ly did not even live in Nebraska. 

“We’ve had five in the last eight 
days,” Heineman said in explaining 
why he called a special session. “We 
all hoped this wouldn’t happen.” 

The special session will begin 
Nov. 14. That’s less than two months 
before the regular legislative ses- 
sion, but the governor and others 
see a need to act quickly. 

“This law needs to be changed 
to reflect its original intent” to pro- 
tect infants, Heineman said dur- 
ing a news conference Wednesday.

Strong Quake Kills 170 in Pakistan 



6.4-magmtude temblor 
leaves 15,000 without 
shelter in southwest 

WAM, PAKISTAN I Desperate villag- 
ers clawed through piles of mud 
and timber looking for victims of 
an earthquake that collapsed thou- 
sands of homes in southwestern 
Pakistan before dawn Wednesday, 
killing at least 170 people. 

Army planes began flying in 
tents, medical supplies and blankets 
to the quake zone in Baluchistan 
province, but about 15,000 home- 
less people in the impoverished 
region faced a night in the open in 
near-freezing temperatures after 
the 6. 4 -magnitude jolt. 

“I have lost everything,” said Haji 
Shahbaz, mourning the deaths of 17 
relatives in Warn, a hard-hit village. 
“Nothing is left here, and now life is 
worthless for me,” he added, then 
wailed in despair, tears streaking 
his dust-caked face. 

Pakistan is no stranger to natu- 
ral disasters, but the quake comes 
at a precarious time for the Muslim 
country, with the civilian govern- 
ment battling al- Qaeda and Tali- 
ban attacks while grappling with a 
punishing economic crisis. 

As the army and other govern- 
ment agencies rushed to provide 


help, at least three hard-line Islamic 
organizations also were quick to aid 
survivors, according to an Associ- 
ated Press reporter in the area. 

Among them was Jamaat-ud- 
Dawa, designated a terrorist group 
by the U.S. government for its links 
to Muslim separatists fighting 
in India’s portion of the disputed 


Himalayan region of Kashmir. 

Wednesday’s quake hit before 
sunrise as most people slept. Wit- 
nesses reported two strong jolts 
about an hour apart, saying the 
second at 5:10 a.m. caused the 
destruction, collapsing the flimsy 
mud-brick and timber houses com- 
mon to this poor region. 


“We were awoken with a big 
thundering noise and a tremor, 
and we came out of our home and 
started reciting prayers,” said Malik 
Abdul Hasmat, a 35-year-old teach- 
er. “We went back inside because of 
the cold and then came the second 
and bigger jerk, and all the homes 
collapsed.” sattar kakar (ap) 


Wave of Bombings Strikes Somalia 


Suicide attacks kill 20 
as world leaders hold 
talks on nation’s future 

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA I A wave of 
suicide bombings killed more than 
20 people Wednesday in northern 
Somalia, striking just as interna- 
tional leaders held talks on ending 
decades of deadly turmoil in this 
chaotic African nation.

“[They] certainly bear some of 
the markings of an al-Qaeda attack,” 
said Jendayi Frazer, the U.S. assis- 
tant secretary of state for African 
affairs. She spoke in Nairobi, Kenya, 
where the international talks on 
Somalia were being held. 

No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the blasts, but in 
the past Islamist rebels with alleged 
ties to al-Qaeda have launched such 
strikes to coincide with interna- 
tional efforts to end the turmoil in 
this impoverished nation. 

Somaliland President Dahir 
Riyale Kahin’s secretary died in 
the blast at the palace, but the 
president was not hurt, Adani said.

Panic Spreading 
In Eastern Congo 


Rebels call cease-fire 
as tens of thousands 
flee provincial capital 

GOMA, CONGO I Congolese rebels 
said they reached the outskirts of 
Goma and declared a cease-fire 
Wednesday to prevent panic in the 
city, where retreating government 
soldiers were commandeering cars 
and firing wildly as people fled in 
torrents of human misery. 

Gunfire crackled throughout the 
city with occasional booms from 
heavy artillery, apparently from 
fleeing army troops who residents 
said were out of control. 

Tens of thousands of residents 
and refugees poured out of the city 
— in cars, on motorbikes or by foot. 
Some walked with backs doubled 
over from bundles of belongings, 
and others dragged children, goats 
and pigs away from advancing rebel 
troops. 

Goma’s governor, Julien Mpalu- 
ku, acknowledged that panic was 
spreading in the provincial capital. 
He could not confirm that the army 
had deserted Goma but stressed 
that United Nations peacekeepers 
were still in charge and that rebels 


had not yet entered the city. 

Still, the U.S. Embassy said its 
officials were leaving Goma and 
urged all American citizens to fol- 
low. Hundreds of foreign aid work- 
ers were also trying to evacuate. 

Rebel leader Laurent Nkun- 
da has threatened to take Goma 
despite calls from the U.N. for him 
to respect a U.N.-brokered cease- 
fire signed in January. 

“We are not far from Goma, but 
because there is a state of destabi- 
lization in the town, we decided 
in our movement ... unilaterally to 
proclaim a cease-fire,” Nkunda was 
quoted as saying by the BBC. 

Nkunda called on govern- 
ment forces to follow suit, the 
BBC said. 

U.N. spokesman Madnodje 
Mounoubai confirmed the rebels 
were not in the city and said peace- 
keepers were at the airport and in 
other strategic points. 

“What we fear is that if Gen. 
Nkunda takes the town, is that there 
will be chaos ... and maybe even 
killing on a large scale,” Sir John 
Holmes, the U.N.’s under-secretary- 
general for humanitarian affairs, 
told Britain’s Channel 4 News from

Government wants 
deal to ban U.S. from 
eross-border attacks 

BAGHDAD | Iraq wants a security 
agreement with the U.S. to include 
an explicit ban on American troops’ 
using Iraqi territory to attack the 
country’s neighbors, a government 
spokesman said Wednesday, three 
days after a dramatic U.S. raid on 
Syria. 

Also Wednesday, the coun- 
try’s most influential Shiite cleric 
expressed concern that Iraqi sover- 
eignty be protected in the security 
pact. Grand Ayatollah Ali al-Sis- 
tani wields vast influence among 
the Shiite majority, and his explicit 
opposition could scuttle the deal. 

Government spokesman Ali al- 
Dabbagh said the ban was among 
four proposed amendments to the 
draft agreement approved by the 
Cabinet this week and forwarded 
to the United States. 

White House press secretary 
Dana Perino said U.S. negotiators 


in Iraq are closely reviewing the 
new amendments from the Iraqis 
to see whether they are acceptable 
to the administration. 

Al-Dabbagh said the Iraqis want 
the right to declare the agreement 
null and void if the U.S. unilaterally 
attacks one of Iraq’s neighbors. 

The U.S. military, meanwhile, 
handed over security responsibilities 
for the southern province of Wasit 
to Iraqi authorities. Wasit was the 


13th of Iraq’s 18 provinces to revert 
to Iraqi security control. 

The No. 2 U.S. commander in 
Iraq, Lt. Gen. Lloyd Austin, said 
at the ceremony that Wasit seven 
months ago saw a weekly average 
of up to 18 attacks but now goes for 
weeks without incidents. “The secu- 
rity conditions in Wasit province 
greatly affect the security of Baghdad 
and many other parts of the country,” 
said Austin, qassim abdul-zahra (ap)

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Key Interest Rate Slashed 


Lending rate reduced 
to 1 percent in attempt 
to boost the economy 

WASHINGTON I The Federal Reserve 
has slashed a key interest rate by 
half a percentage point as it seeks 
to revive an economy hit by a long 
list of maladies stemming from 
the most severe financial crisis in 
decades. 

The central bank on Wednesday 
reduced its target for the federal 
funds rate, the interest banks charge 
on overnight loans, to 1 percent, a 
low last seen in 2003 and 2004. 
The funds rate has not been lower 
since 1958, when Dwight Eisen- 
hower was president. 


The cut marked the second 
half-point reduction in the funds rate 
this month. The Fed slashed the rate 
by that amount 
in a coordinated 
move with foreign 
central banks on 
Oct. 8. 

In abrief state- 
ment explain- 
ing Wednesday’s 
action, the Fed 
said that the “intensification of 
financial market turmoil is likely to 
exert additional restraint on spend- 
ing, partly by further reducing the 
ability of households and business 
to obtain credit.” 

The central bank said that 
“downside risks to growth remain,” 


holding out the promise of further 
rate cuts if needed. 

Federal Reserve Chairman 
Ben Bernanke and his colleagues 
pledged that they would “moni- 
tor economic and financial devel- 
opments carefully and will act as 
needed to promote sustainable eco- 
nomic growth and price stability.” 

Many analysts said they believe 
the Fed will not stop at 1 percent if 
officials see the need to cut rates 
further. 

But other economists said with 
rates already so low, the Fed may 
decide to hold at 1 percent, leaving 
some room for a further reduction if 
needed next year, should the coun- 
try’s economic troubles intensify.

WASHINGTON I The government is 
considering a plan that would help 
around 3 million homeowners avoid 
foreclosure, sources briefed on the 
matter said. 

A final deal had not been 
reached as of Wednesday after- 
noon and negotiations could still 
fall apart, but government agencies 
were contemplating using around 
$50 billion from the recently passed 
bailout of the financial industry to 
guarantee about $500 billion in 
mortgages. 

The plan could include loan 
modifications that would lower 
interest rates for a five-year period, 
according to two people briefed on 
the plan, who asked not to be identi- 
fied because details were still being 
worked out and the plan was not 
yet public. The plan would be the 
most aggressive effort yet to limit 
damages from the U.S. housing 
recession, which has shaken global 
credit markets. 

More than 4 million Ameri- 
can homeowners with a mortgage 


were at least one payment behind 
on their loans at the end of June, 
and 500,000 had started the fore- 
closure process, according to the 
most recent data from the Mort- 
gage Bankers Association.

would be run by the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corp. The agency’s chair- 
man, Sheila Bair, said last week 
she was working “closely and cre- 
atively” with the Treasury Depart- 
ment on such a plan, but revealed 
few details. 

Treasury Department spokes- 
woman Jennifer Zuccarelli called 
details of the loan modification 
plan “simply inaccurate.” She said 
the Bush administration “is look- 
ing at ways to reduce foreclosures, 
and that process is ongoing,” but 
has not decided on a final approach.

R AV E N S I Ray Lewis has played for 
three head coaches and three defen- 
sive coordinators, and has been sur- 
rounded by an ever-changing cast 
of supporting players. 

One thing, however, has 
remained constant throughout his 
brilliant 13-year career: Lewis’ tak- 
ing charge in the middle of a stout 
Baltimore Ravens defense. 

“He does more than any player 
I’ve been around,” Ravens defen- 
sive coordinator Rex Ryan said 
Wednesday. “He just loves the game. 
I know he’s a talented guy that can 
do a lot of things in life, but I can’t 
see him ever not doing football. 
He puts everything he’s got into it. 
It’s amazing to watch.” Lewis has 
led the Ravens in tackling in six of 
seven games this season. 

Lewis is 33, yet he still plays 
middle linebacker like the 21-year- 
old rookie drafted out of Miami 
in 1996.

REDSKINS I Santana Moss stood 
in the biting wind with a red and 
white ski cap on his head and his 
fists tucked inside hand warmers 
on the front of his jersey. 

The nimble Washington Red- 
skins receiver, who on Wednesday 
became the unlikely recipient of 
the NFC special teams player of 


the week award, was given the day 
off because of a slightly strained 
hamstring.

Jones said that her sentence was 
fair and that losing her medals was 
fair because of the

young people to 
make better deci- 
sions than she did. 

“I don’t have athletics anymore 
to hide behind,” Jones said. “I have 
really had to find out who I am and

American Indian 
writers in Hollywood 
discover their voices 

DIVERSITY I No one really had any 
idea how many American Indian 
writers there were in Hollywood. 
But when the Writers Guild of 
America West sent out the call for 
qualified writers to form their own 
diversity committee, only three 
turned out for the first meeting. 
Fewer than a dozen working profes- 
sionals eventually signed up. 

“It was shocking to find out how 
few of us there actually were,” said 
Micah Wright, the chair of the new 
WGAW American Indian Writers 
Caucus. The industry has hundreds 
of American Indian actors but just a 
handful of writers, even though, as 
Wright said, “the American Indian 
culture as a whole is a storytelling 
culture.” 

The union already had minor- 
ity groups for female writers, black 
writers, Hispanic writers, Asian- 


American writers, gay and lesbian 
writers, writers with disabilities 
and even an Age Awareness Com- 
mittee for writers over 40 — but 
nothing for American Indians. 
When Kim Myers, the WGAW’s 
new diversity director, was asked 
why last year by a member of the 
activist group American Indians 
in Film and Television, she didn’t 
know. So, she began the process to 
create one. 

Now, after a few meetings, the 
group looks forward to pursu- 
ing its mission of raising aware- 
ness, fostering and mentoring a 
new generation, and serving as a 
resource for other WGA members. 
The group claims a membership of 
11, including Wright, Jason Gavin 
(“Friday Night Lights”), Steven 
Judd (a Disney fellow working on 
“Zeke and Luther”) and Travis 
Wright (“Eagle Eye” and no rela- 
tion to Micah). 

American Indians have had a 
tougher time than other minorities 
in Hollywood, Myers said. Most of 


Hollywood’s mythmaking movies 
about or including American Indi- 
ans were penned by writers outside 
their community. While blacks and 
Hispanics have made progress in 
selling contemporary stories about 
their lives to mainstream produc- 
tions, American Indians — with the 
exception of the 1998 movie “Smoke 
Signals” — generally have not. 

“When I was a kid, I didn’t know 
you can make money writing,” said 
Judd, who was writing spec scripts 
and working in a bingo hall for the 
Chickasaw tribe in April when he 
won his second fellowship from the 
Disney-ABC Television Group. He’s 
living in Beverly Hills and writing 
for “Zeke and Luther,” a live-action 
show for Disney XD. 

In his native Choctaw tribe, 
Judd said he grew up with a tradi- 
tion of oral storytelling. For years, 
many tribes had no written lan- 
guage, passing down their knowl- 
edge and history largely through 
speech. Efforts to translate them 
into writing are relatively recent. 


Micah Wright said. 

While American Indians are nat- 
ural storytellers, “film isn’t a natural 
medium,” said Travis Wright 

After “Smoke Signals,” many 
writers thought a new era of Amer- 
ican Indian films would blossom, 
but it failed to materialize. “We’re 
still waiting for a breakthrough,” 


Gavin said. 

Not all tribes embrace the Hol- 
lywood connection, Myers said. 

“Hopefully, for the next gen- 
eration, the committee will be 
able to establish a foundation 
that will shave years off the learn- 
ing curve,” Gavin said, lynn smith

Vampire 
Classic Is 
Reborn 

Copious notes lend 
flavor to the fictitious 
soul of ‘New Dracula’ 

TRANSYLVANIA I Is it possible to 
improve on the ultimate Hallow- 
een classic? That’s the idea behind 
“The New Annotated Dracula,” by 
Bram Stoker and edited by Leslie 
S. Klinger. Part trick and part treat, 
this weighty tome seeks to add 
another dimension to the famous 
vampire tale. To the complete text 
of Bram Stoker’s “Dracula,” Klinger 
adds copious notes — usually several 
a page — that offer facts and anec- 
dotes to put the tale in the context 
of its Victorian England roots. 

The trick of the book — what 
the introduction calls his “gentle 
fiction” — is that he treats the text 
as if it were nonfiction, as though 
Stoker actually found the letters 
and clippings that make up the 
novel and as if existence of Dracu- 
la might be verified if the evidence 
were examined. 

Klinger, who gave a similar, and 
award-winning, treatment to Sher- 


lock Holmes, clearly relishes in the 
minutiae and history of the Victo- 
rian age. Many details on which he 
elaborates — for example, the spe- 
cific books that were in Dracula’s 
library at the time — bring vivid 
context to the novel and make the 
story come alive to readers who 
might not be aware of many details 
of the era. 

Klinger refers to many other 
works on Dracula and the Victori- 
an age in his notes, but his decision 
to treat the text as real sometimes 
makes it difficult to decipher which 
references are real and which ones 
Klinger is making up. 

There are many treats to be 
found here that will both enter- 
tain the casual reader and sate the 
taste of the most rabid fans of vam- 
pire lore and the horror genre: an 
introduction by horror writer Neil 
Gaiman; plentiful illustrations 
taken from Dracula-related movies 
and TV shows (from “Nosferatu” to 
“Buffy the Vampire Slayer”); books 
and historical sources. 

There are appendices that lay 
out the chronology of the text and 
essays that consider how Dracu- 
la has been treated in academia, 
onstage stage and on-screen. But 
what Klinger wisely realizes, and 
the reader can stick to if he or she 
wearies, is that the biggest treat 
of all remains Stoker’s text, still 
as captivating and horrifying as it 
was when first published in 1897-

T.L Votes 
Despite 



‘Paper Trail’ rapper 
can cast his ballot 
under Georgia law 

POLLING I T.L originally thought his 
voting privileges were revoked as a 
convicted felon, until he researched 
and learned that under a Georgia 
law felons are eligible to vote if 
they’re not currently serving pro- 
bation or a prison sentence. 

“It’s a relief,” said the best-sell- 
ing rapper, who stood in line for no 
more than 10 minutes on Wednes- 
day before entering a polling center 
in suburban Atlanta to vote for the 
first time in his life. 

“This what it is all about, not 
staying up late and waking up 
early to vote,” he added. “Now, 
rather than just talking about it. 
I’m being about it. I’m leading by 
example, and it makes me feel a 
lot better.” 

T.I., who already has two 
No. 1 hits off his new album, “Paper 
Trail” (“Whatever You Like” and 
“Live Your Life” with Rihanna), 
does have several federal firearms 


offenses and ongoing community 
service endeavors, stemming from 
his arrest last October for trying to 
buy automatic weapons. But his law- 
yer, Steve Sadow, confirmed that 
he can still cast a ballot because 
his sentence doesn’t start until late 
March next year. 

“Until he is sentenced in the 
federal case, he doesn’t have a 
conviction yet,” said Sadow of his 
28-year-old client, whose real name 
is Clifford Harris. “Even though he 
is a convicted felon, he has a right 
to vote since he is not serving pro- 
bation and hasn’t started his prison 
sentence.” 

A spokesman for the Georgia 
Secretary of State’s office confirmed 
that T.L was eligible to vote. 

With an “I’m a Georgia Voter” 
sticker planted on his black vest, T.L 
took photos with several fans who 
were stunned to see the Grammy- 
winning artist in line to vote. 

“It’s inspirational what he is 
doing,” said Nathirya Brown, 19, 
a first-time voter who was one of 
the first to spot T.L stepping off 
his “Respect My Vote” campaign 
bus. He and the nonpartisan group 
Hip-Hop Caucus launched a nation- 
wide tour in late July to encour- 
age voters between the ages of 18 
and 29 to take a more active role 
in politics.

CD REVIEW I Much has been made in 
indie circles about Deerhunter front- 
man Bradford Cox’s weird onstage 
persona, his figure stretched thin 
by Marfan syndrome, his penchant 
for muumuus. But there’s nothing 
too strange or new about “Micro- 
castle,” the band’s third full-length

The National Building 
Museum showcases 
eco-friendly locations 

Tiny Greensburg, Kan., rebuild- 
ing from scratch after nearly being 
wiped away by a tornado last year, 
is quickly becoming a model for 
going green. 

Along with Masdar City, a 
planned car-free community out- 
side Abu Dhabi in the United Arab 
Emirates, and other developments, 
the rural Kansas town offers vivid 
examples of sustainable living in 
“Green Community,” a new exhibit 
at the National Building Museum. 
The exhibit opened Thursday and 
will run for a year. 

“They are really making a won- 
derful opportunity out of an abso- 
lute tragedy,” curator and architect 
Susan Piedmont-Palladino said of 
Greensburg. “Masdar and Greens- 
burg do make a really good pair 
because they’re both looking at the 
whole package of green technolo- 


rainwater that hits buildings will 
be collected and used to irrigate 
plants, part of a master plan that 
“treats each drop of water as a pre- 
cious resource,” said Stephen Hardy, 
a city planner with the architectural 
firm BNIM, which is helping with 
the effort. 

And the town has resolved to 
build public buildings — the city 
hall, hospital and school — that 
meet the most stringent standards 
for efficient design. Even the John 
Deere dealership is pursuing cer- 
tification from the U.S. Green 
Building Council and plans to 
sell wind turbines for homes and 
businesses. 

‘Any time you’re trying to rebuild 
a town, there are huge economic 
hurdles,” Hardy said. “The funda- 
mental shift in their thinking is 
they don’t want to build a building 
they’ll be paying for for 20 years. 
They want a building that will be 
paying them back.” 

The Building Museum exhibit 
breaks some traditional rules by 
using no precious artifacts and few 
physical objects to tell the story of 
green communities. It doesn’t fea-

gies — from very old ways of doing 
things to high-tech ways.” 

Windmills once dotted the 
Kansas landscape, and Greens- 
burg plans to embrace them again 
to harvest enough wind energy to 
power the town of about 700, which 
had twice as many residents before 
the tornado. 

Greensburg gets only 22 inches 
of rain a year, so street runoff and

new,” Piedmont-Palladino said. 
“Ever since the Roman senate 
passed a law requiring water to 
be stored for dry periods, it sort of 
reminds us that ... it’s been the key 
to successful living forever.

ture pieces from a tornado-dam- 
aged home, for example. 

Instead, it uses satellite photos, 
community snapshots, short docu- 
mentaries and interactive displays 
on the myriad ways people can make 
their hometowns greener. 

The center of the space is like 
walking through a huge bar graph. 
Giant, transparent columns are 
filled with shredded tires or plas- 
tic bottles — materials otherwise 
headed to the dump. Marked on 
the columns are raw statistics on 
recycling or mass-transit use among 
various cities. 

The numbers show Houston 
has the lowest recycling rate, with 
just 2.6 percent of the city’s trash 
being salvaged, while San Francisco, 
which has an organic composting 
program for food scraps, topped 
the chart at 70 percent. 

“None of these issues are brand- 


More than a dozen communi- 
ties are noted in the exhibit, and 
they offer a mosaic of green initia- 
tives worldwide, Piedmont-Palla- 
dino said. 

“There’s no single way to go 
green,” she said. 

Atlanta, for example, is featured 
for its redevelopment of an old steel 
mill site in the walkable Atlantic 
Station development. 

This is the Building Museum’s 
third in a series of green-themed 
exhibits, which have drawn 
record numbers of visitors. The 
last exhibit, “The Green House,” 
drew more than 130,000 visitors.

IN CIRCUS SHOWS, it’s usually the 
clowns making the funny and the 
acrobats bringing the oohs and 
aahs. But Cirque du Soleil is no typi- 
cal circus, and with its new tour- 
ing show, “Kooza,” the roles have 
changed a little. Merging the two 
circus traditions, acrobatic per- 
formance and clowning, the show 
explores identity and power. While 
Shiner spent part of his youth in 
D.C. (no comment on whether he 
was class clown at Suitland Junior 
High School), he took his passion 
for humor global. With a resume 
that includes being a street mime 
in Paris, a clown with international 
renown, a movie and Broadway per- 
former, Shiner tells us what inspired 
him to develop this show. 

How is “Kooza” different from other 


Cirque du Soleil shows? 

This is an art form of a one-ring 
circus that has elements, with great 
acrobatics and great comedy. It’s 
simple in its form, but complex in 
its structure. We chose some of the 
best artistic acts in the world, and 
the skill level is just mind-boggling. 
It focuses on the connection with 
the audience. 

Your career has spanned quite a 
spectrum. What do you consider 
your personal highlights? 

I loved working with Cirque du 
Soleil in 1990. Also, when I worked 
with Bill Irwin on Broadway on 
the production “Fool Moon.” Now 
I’m excited about “Kooza.” I’m the 
first American director of Cirque 
du Soleil. This is all my own. 

As a clown with Cirque du Soleil, 
you were known to incorporate the 
audience — including stepping on 
or over them.

I’ve been a clown for 25 years, and 
I’ve infused a lot of that into the 
show.

We need to have humor 
in our lives every day. 

What do you want the audience to 
walkaway with? 

The main theme of the show is how 
I can connect to the audience more 
intimately and have them walk out of 
the show feeling like a kid again. 

Do you think D.C. could benefit 
from a little more humor? Or is pol- 
itics funny enough? 

No great comic writer could imagine 
anything that’s going on today.

Hercules and Love Affair’s Andrew Butler 
presides over his band like Zeus himself 


M U S I C I When Andrew Butler was 
growing up in Rockville, Md., vis- 
iting the monuments in D.C. gave 
him a special thrill. 

“As a child, I would see all these 
neoclassical buildings,” he recalls, 
“and I thought, ‘Oh, Athena lives 
in that building. That’s where Zeus 
lives.’” 

Encouraged by his teachers 
and an active imagination, Butler 
became fascinated by Greek and 
Roman mythology at a very young 
age. In his adult life, that passion 
inspires the music he creates with 
Hercules and Love Affair, a New 
York-based dance collective whose 
self-titled debut has been one of the 
most lauded albums of the year.

On songs like “Athene” and 
the single “You Belong,” rubbery 
basslines straddle multiple octaves, 
horns skitter and bellow, beats strobe 
hypnotically, and keyboards thrum 
prismatically, alluding to such dance 
music legends as Larry Levan and 
Frankie Knuckles while mixing in 
references to Greek deities. 

Butler writes all the songs and 
creates the arrangements for Her- 
cules and Love Affair, but he doesn’t 
sing. Instead, he relies on the voic- 
es of friends and fellow musicians, 
including Nomi (Ruiz), Kim Ann 
Foxman, and Antony Hegarty of 
Antony & the Johnsons. “What most 
imparts a sense of sincerity on the 
record are the vocal performances,” 
he says, “and I feel like we got some 


really great ones.” 

Even if he doesn’t occupy the 
spotlight onstage, Hercules and 
Love Affair — the collective as well 
as the album — remains a vehicle 
for his creativity. 

“Part of the record is about 
searching for my own identity,” 
says Butler, who came out to his 
family after moving to Denver as 
a teenager. “In looking back on 
my childhood, Greek mythology 
offered a place to seek solace in dif- 
ficult times.” 

In Colorado, he immersed him- 
self in rave culture, and after his par- 
ents bought him his first set of turn- 
tables and mixer, he started spinning 
records at a local gay bar. 

“I was hanging out with some 
aspiring DJs and other gay men 
who were interested in passing on 
their music knowledge,” he says. 
“They showed me these little cor- 
ners of the larger history of dance 
music. I learned a lot from older 
DJs who would sit me down and 
play me records.” 

The dancefloor offered But- 
ler a sense of refuge. “I think that 
oppressed people find a safe place 
in nightclubs to express themselves 
and be who they are,” he explains. 
“That’s definitely where I found a 
safe place.” 

Hercules and Love Affair was 
almost merely a myth itself. But- 
ler says he never intended to make 
music for the public: “I was just writ- 
ing the music for my own personal 
fulfillment. I was doing it because 
that’s what I liked to do.” 

Encouraged by the musicians 
he had corralled into playing on 
his personal recordings — specifi- 
cally singer Hegarty — Butler sent 
out rough demos to DEA Records, 
the label co-owned by Tim Golds- 
worthy, who co-produced the even- 
tual album.

“The mere fact that a label was 
interested in releasing it on a world- 
wide level was just wild,” Butler 
says. “That people have responded 
to it and sing along is crazy to me. 
The process in itself was satisfy- 
ing enough, but the fact that my 
livelihood can be music is extra- 
amazing.” 

As Butler begins work on the 
next Hercules and Love Affair 


album, he says the group will change 
significantly. 

“Moving forward, I want to have 
a certain amount of freedom, so I’ve 
already started working with new 
vocalists,” he says, naming Massive 
Attack as an example of the kind of 
collective he’s using as a model. “I 
want to keep it focused on music 
and concept more than personali- 
ties and individuals.” 


Even as Butler tours his old songs 
and composes new ones, his goal 
remains the same. “The music needs 
to be emotional,” he says. “I want 
to capture all of those moments of 
rapture I’ve had on the dance floor.”

Montreal’s Aids Wolf 
promises a concert 
of uneasy listening 

MUSIC I Chloe Lum, singer for 
Montreal’s Aids Wolf, is trying to 
explain the madness behind her 
band’s music, but she keeps getting 
her words mixed up. “Only a trunk 
of what we do is improv,” she says, 
meaning, presumably, that just 
a “chunk” of the group’s eruptive 
musical method is free-form. 

Exhausted from four days of par- 
tying at Pop Montreal, her home- 
town’s hip indie-music festival, Lum 
says she hasn’t slept in days and 
performed the previous evening 
as part of the fest’s “weird punk” 
series, so she’s forgiven. 

It’s true that Aids Wolf is not 
what most would consider a tradi- 
tional punk band. A screech-quartet 
of two guitars, drums and vocals. 
Aids Wolf is an explosive ball of 
energy tempered only slightly by 
the group’s simmering, collective 
tension. 


The four-piece is sufficiently 
aggrieved, however. 

“I think there is a lot of stuff to 
be angry about — politically, envi- 
ronmentally and aesthetically,” 
says Lum, very much meaning to 
say that last bit. 


“Our city is falling apart,” she 
says. “That’s why our new album is 
called ‘City of Glass.’ Montreal was 
bulldozed in the ’60s. Our history 
was erased and replaced with cheap- 
ly done, modern-ish architecture. 
Nothing is maintained here.” 


Indignation propels the group’s 
musical assault, but Aids Wolf is 
more or less thumbing its nose. The 
group’s impish humor effectively 
eliminates any revolutionary pretense 
and allows the banshee wailing and 
frenetic fretwork to flow freely.

Self-described Captain Beef- 
heart fanatics, the foursome grav- 
itates toward musical abstraction. 
“Our music probably doesn’t make 
sense to anybody but us,” says Lum, 
adding that the band intends to stick 
with the irritated, bummer vibe. 

“It follows along with our per- 
sonalities — we are people who 
don’t really hold back,” she says. 
“We have to exorcize our demons. 
. . . Let them out so we don’t get into 
trouble.” 

Lum says don’t expect easy 
listening when Aids Wolf and its 
demons sound off at the Velvet 
Lounge on Sunday. “We don’t want 
to meet anyone halfway,” she says. 
“It’s nothing personal, but ... it’s 
our way of saying we’re going to be 
unwavering — in our lives and in

Abigail Williams’ 
black metal is full of 
homegrown quirks 

MUSIC I Black metal is primarily a 
Nordic phenomenon, propagated by 
cold young men who wear leather, 
smear their faces with corpse paint 
and play doomy odes to their Viking- 
pagan heritage. 

That Abigail Williams is from 
sun-parched Phoenix, Ariz., sets the 
group apart. The sextet also features 
a classically trained female key- 
boardist, displays an attachment to 
cotton and denim, and the only thing 
on the five fellas’ faces is stubble. 
“We like to let the music speak for 
itself,” said Ken Sorceron, the band’s 
vocalist and guitarist. “And we have 
a very American name, so that’s our 
whole thing right there.” 

Abigail Williams was the accus-

er who helped kicked off the Salem 
witch trials. Sorceron and Co. would 
have no problem admitting their 
own sorcery, except they don’t per- 
form any. Despite a intensely bleak 
debut album titled “In the Shadow 
of a Thousand Suns,” and epic songs 
called “The World Beyond,” “The 


Departure” and “Empyrean: Into the 
Cold Wastes,” Abigail Williams is of 
this Earth. In fact, Sorceron says a 
lot of black metal bands’ images are 
just that — image. 

“All that [stuffs] for show. It’s 
tongue-in-cheek,” he said. “I don’t 
want to speak for them, but it’s not 
a serious thing. ... It’s fun to wear 
silly costumes.” 

The first time Abigail Williams 
played D.C. was in 2007, opening 
for Sweden’s Dark Funeral, one of 
the more visually extreme black 
metal bands. But Sorceron said the 
intensely Satanic group is filled 
with great people with everyday 
interests: “Those guys were watch- 
ing Disney movies on their bus.”

Swedish black metal 
legend Watain goes 
over to the dark side 

MUSIC I Erik Danielsson, vocalist 
and bassist for the Swedish black/ 
death metal band Watain, is deadly 
serious about his group’s duty. 

“I believe that everyone is born 
with a spark of chaos inside them, 
a chaos that is far more primordial 
than the soul and flesh we inhabit 
here on Earth,” he said in a scary- 
calm voice. “I know there are ener- 
gies in this type of music, and I 
know we can make this spark inside 
everyone come alive and become a 
flame. That’s why we’re convinced 
that Watain is something more than 
just a band, because we ourselves 
have been transformed by the ener- 
gies that lie sleeping within death 
and black metal.” Danielsson per- 
forms church-like rituals to help 
harness this power, and the band 
engages in pre-concert masses to 
prepare for its hideously intense 
concerts. 

“The most common ingredients 
you’ll find in any ritual across the 


world are more or less the same,” 
he said. “Since Satan, which is what 
Watain is built on, deals only with 
sinister energies, or energies that 
come from the dark side of reality, 
the ingredients in our rituals are 
connected to these things. So what 
we’re doing in our rituals are very 
grotesque and macabre.”

These rituals, Danielsson said, 
lead to magic, and there’s no more 
important day for connecting with 
the underworld than Halloween. 

“Along with the rest of the 
equinoxes. All Hallow’s Eve is 
an extremely powerful night for 
magical work, and magical work 
is exactly what we’re doing on the 


stage,” Danielsson said. “So people 
can expect something very far from 
the ordinary concert experience — 
that’s for sure.” 

That’s means if you want blood, 
you got it — real blood. 

“There are some places that have 
legal issues with us using blood 
because they have restaurants and 
kitchens,” Danielsson said. “But 
Hallow’s Eve Night without blood 
would be a disaster.” 

Danielsson admits it’s a grim, 
exhausting existence to always be 
engaged with the dark side, but 
“the moment that I feel comfort- 
able and mellow at heart, then 
something has gone terribly wrong. 
Life is strife. If you’re a follower of 
the adversary, of the opposer, then 
there is no calm. Life must be a 
battle at all times. There is no rest 
for the wicked.”

Richmond 

Rhythms 


Bio Ritmo plays 
switched-on salsa 
with Southern style 

MUSIC I It’s hard to believe long-mn- 
ning Richmond Latin dance band 
Bio Ritmo started life as a dread- 
locked drum circle. Stylish and inno- 
vative, the group has morphed into 
a suave, sexy rhythmic beast. 

Singer Rei Alvarez says the beast 
was born when its core of percus- 
sionists went searching for new 
rhythms and settled on the sounds 
of Tito Puente and Ray Barretto 
— leaders of New York’s Puerto 
Rican jazz and salsa scenes of the 
’60s and ’70s. 

“I remember putting on an old 
Fania record from the era and say- 
ing, ‘That’s it! That’s the sound we 
want to play!”’ he says. 

Alvarez and his fellow rhythma- 
tists were all old hands at rock and 
reggae, but found switching to salsa 
took some work. And Alvarez had 
to adapt: “I got asked to sing back- 
up vocals, which I thought I would 
never do, since I was always happy 
to hide behind the drums,” Alvarez 
says. Now Bio Ritmo’s frontman, 
Alvarez just lets his cool charisma 
do most of the work. 


After signing up some spicy horn 
players, the band enlisted its sole 
female member and secret weap- 
on, keyboard player Marlysse Rose 
Simmons — a controversial move, 
initially. 

‘We were warned about a woman 
coming to fill in,” says Alvarez, 
speaking of chauvinistic concerns 
that Simmons wouldn’t be strong 
enough to keep up or fit in. “Salsa is 
very macho. . . . Salsa is music made 
by men for women.” While noting the 
importance of Celia Cruz, Alvarez 
says, “it’s a gentleman’s world.” 

But Alvarez says Simmons was a 
knockout player and a much-need- 
ed catalyst after Bio Ritmo’s many 
permutations over the years. And, 
in a sign the band’s time has come, 
the group recorded its latest album, 
“Bionico,” with Jon Fausty, Fania 
Records’ engineer in the ’70s. 

“Working with Jon was like salsa 
boot camp,” says Alvarez. “We came 
out of it with a lot of confidence in 
ourselves. Before, we were a band 
trying to play salsa. Now, we’re a 
salsa band playing whatever it is we 
feel like.” johnathan rickman

“Moe felt that recordings should 
be flat; that they should just repre- 
sent the actual performances and 
you shouldn’t fiddle around with 
them,” Carlin said. “So, one day he 
said to me, ‘Stereo is a lie.’ He had 
this deep, throaty. Eastern Euro- 
pean voice. And I said, ‘Well, any 
recording is a lie. If the person is 
not there, there’s manipulation of 
some kind.’ And he had an office 
full of little African sculptures, 
and reached behind his desk and 
threw one at me. 


“You could never predict what he 
would say or do,” Carlin continued, 
“but on the other hand, he would 
give you complete freedom and 
control. In the ’40s, when he was 
recording African-American musi- 
cians, he treated them with a dig- 
nity and freedom that no other label 


would have dreamed of. Or people 
who nobody else would touch, that 
were really like hippies, that people 
thought were crazy, they could come 
and record anytime.” 

Before his death in 1986, Ache 
released more than 2,000 records; 
discovered the likes of Woody Guth- 
rie, Leadbelly and Pete Seeger; and 


worked with eccentric record col- 
lector Harry Smith, whose “Anthol- 
ogy of American Folk Music” is but 
one of many Folkways landmarks. 
There are also recordings of trains 
and bugs, speeches by Alfred Ein- 
stein and Franklin Roosevelt, poet- 
ry by Langston Hughes and Nikki 


Giovanni, and the roots music of 
Africa, Bali and beyond. 

Now housed at the Smithsonian, 
Folkways’ massive archives are thor- 
oughly explored and explained in 
Carlin’s “Worlds of Sound.” And 
because Ache’s donation to the 
Smithsonian mandated that all his 
recordings remain print, inspired 
readers can immediately go down- 
load tracks from smithsonian 
globalsound.org. In other words. 
Folkways represented an early ver- 
sion of a long-tail business. 

“Moe did everything backward,” 
Carlin said. “Basically, he came up 
with this way of working where he 
would do extremely short runs — 
like [pressing] 200 or 300 records. 
And by selling a small quantity of a 
lot of different records over a long 
period of time, he was able to sup- 
port himself’ — as well as invaluably 
document a difficult and endear- 
ing world of 20th-century sound.

Talking 
About Art 
Writing 

New York Times critic 
Peter Schjeldahl 
addresses his work 

PAGES |“It is hard to understate 
the excitement of publishers for 
collections of art criticism,” says 
Peter Schjeldahl. “My book was 
turned down by many before some- 
body decided to publish it, and I 
guess it’s doing quite well. ... It was 
humbling.” 

This reluctance despite Schjel- 
dahl’s holding what many see as the 
bully pulpit of journalistic art criti- 
cism: “Let’s See” draws on a decade 
of writing for the New Yorker. 

And despite the fact that he is 
one of the last and most elegant of 
the poet-critics who gained a toe- 
hold before the art world creden- 
tialed up. “Everything I know about 
art I’ve learned on a deadline,” says 
Schjeldahl, famously a college drop- 
out. “There’s just a certain intensity 
to that kind of learning.” 

Sunday’s talk isn’t a formal lec- 
ture; the conversation will center 
on the concerns of the audience. If 
you’re willing to push past a little 
flippancy, you’ll find answers to 
questions such as the importance 
of description (“To me, description 
is the heart and soul; it’s the test.

tion is explanation.’ I think if you 
describe correctly, you really have 
said almost everything”), and the 
fragility of theory (“The way to not 
be enslaved by theory is to have 
all the theories. Military people 
say that no plan survives the first 
contact with the enemy; no theory 
survives the first contact with an 
artwork”). 

And don’t get Schjeldahl start- 
ed on Robert Longo. Actually, do: 
“His work is better in reproduction 
than in person — it’s really ham- 
handed. He helped me develop a 
rule-of-thumb criterion forjudg- 
ing art, which is: Does the artist 
know what I’m looking at? He’s a 
primary case of ‘No.’” 

So study up — not because you 
have to, but because you want to.

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Strings Go 
Into Battle 



The Kronos Quartet’s 
post-chamber choices 
are front-page news 

MUSIC I “The reason we got into 
playing ‘Purple Haze’ by Jimi Hen- 
drix in the late ’70s says the Kro- 
nos Quartet’s David Harrington, 
“is because people were saying the 
orchestras in the United States were 
gonna fold. And I got to thinking: 
‘[Crap], I never played the ‘Rite of 
Spring”!”’ Meaning Stravinsky’s 
riot-inducing masterpiece. “So I 
got a friend to make a version for 
Kronos. Then I thought, ‘What if 
they want an encore; what are we 
gonna do?’ That’s how we got into 
playing Hendrix.” 

Makes perfect sense — 30 
years later in our genre-blurred 
iPod world. 

“It’s an incredible time for 
music,” says Harrington whose 


quartet plays two shows in College 
Park this weekend. “It’s possible to 
have access to many corners of the 
world of music right now.” Like Alim 
Kasimov, from Azerbaijan. Or Tou- 
mani Diabate, from Mali. “Damon 
Albarn’s also doing a new piece for 
us. It feels like there’s something 
that musicians are focusing in a 
new way.” 

Consider Aleksandra Vrebalov’s 
piece, “... hold me, neighbor, in this 
storm ...” Says Harrington, “it tries 
to explain in musical terms what’s 
happening in her hometown, Bel- 
grade. She called me the morning 
we premiered the piece: ‘Have you 
seen the paper?’ The photo on the 
cover of the New York Times was 
the American Embassy in Belgrade, 
in flames. For the first time in the 
history of string quartet music, a 
piece premiered that dealt with 
an event on the front page of every 
paper in the world.” 


For Thursday’s show, it accom- 
panies George Crumb’s “Black 
Angels.” 

“I’ve always thought of ‘Black 
Angels’ as the string quartet piece 
that came directly out of the Viet- 
nam War experience.” When Har- 
rington first heard its famously 
shrieky hair-raising opening in 


1973 , he left “convinced I had to 
start a group to play that piece.” 
So Kronos was born. The piece, he 
says, is “just as vivid and useful now 
as it was then.” If by “vivid,” Har- 
rington means scarier than most 
metal. “But, basically, it’s quite soft,” 
he objects. “Except for those scary 
freaky parts.” 


Sunday’s show is titled “Alterna- 
tive Radio.” It features radio provo- 
cateur David Barsamian in discus- 
sion with Diane Wilson, founder 
of anti-war pranksters Code Pink. 
Talk is interwoven with music from 
around the globe, chosen in real-time 
response to the conversation. 

The show arose after Harrington 
became a grandfather — at the same 
time as the 2003 invasion of Iraq. He 
couldn’t reconcile the hope of new 
birth with his dread about world 
affairs. “It created a real conflict in 
me, a depression. I was having trou- 
ble finding the value of being a musi- 
cian — traveling around, playing for 
a bunch of strangers every night.” 

But historian — and the first 
“Alternative Radio” guest— How- 
ard Zinn “convinced me that being 
a musician was absolutely the most 
important thing I could do.” After 
all, people do come to listen to Har- 
rington. 

“Last time we played the Nation- 
al Gallery in D.C., we did our ver- 
sion of [‘The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,’] inspired by Hendrix. “I said I 
wanted to play so damn loud Bush 
would hear. And I think we almost

Now pushing 30, the 
Legendary Pink Dots 
live up to their name 

MUSIC I The Legendary Pink Dots 
may have meant the first word in 
their moniker to be ironic back 
when they named themselves dur- 
ing the post-punk anti-rock star 
era. But nearly three decades later, 
the irony now is that they’ve pretty 
much ended up living up to their own 
billing. The Amsterdam-by-way-of- 
London quartet has not only held to 
their defiantly experimental concept, 
but they’ve done it independently of 
the recording industry. 

“Somewhere inside me I always 
knew I was in for a bit of a long ride,” 
explains founder and main artistic 
voice Edward Ka-Spel about the 


group’s longevity. “I did have a lot of 
ideas that I wanted to see through 
back then, and I’m still seeing them 
through.” 

Ka-Spel says he feels “no com- 
mercial consideration at all” when 
constructing the group’s records. 


which have been known to mix 
and match everything from off- 
kilter drumbeats to spoken word 
sections to deceptively “childlike” 
ditties. “Better to miss a meal and 
have something you feel proud of 
than to slowly sell your soul,” he 


explains. “The music we make is 
the most important thing.” 

The group’s newest CD, “Pluto- 
nium Blonde,” is a concept album 
that offers a first-person look at iso- 
lation in the digital age. “It begins 
with anger and ends with resigna- 
tion,” he says. “By the time you get 
to the end, the guy is sitting in his 
little cube where he’s got everything 
he ever wanted, but he never actu- 
ally leaves the cube.” 

In other words, it’s another icon- 
oclastic vision, courtesy of Ka-Spel 
and friends. “It’s becoming more 
and more refined,” he says of his 
artistry. “I think I’m learning how 
to deliver it in a better and better

— abound in API’s 
‘Halloween on Screen’ 

FILM I Halloween isn’t quite here 
yet, but some people (McCain sup- 
porters and 40l(k) plan holders, for 
instance) are beating the rush and 
getting scared now. If you’re not 
scared yet, the AFI Silver’s “Hal- 
loween on Screen” fest this week 
should help. 

Tomorrow night mixes old- 
school horror and modern music 
as local duo Silent Orchestra per- 
forms their ambient/classical 
accompaniment to the 1922 Ger- 
man Expressionist classic “Nosfer- 
atu.” It marked the first film adap- 
tation of Bram Stoker’s “Dracula” 
novel, though the filmmakers jig- 


gered the story considerably in an 
(unsuccessful) attempt to avoid a 
copyright lawsuit. 

In contrast to Bela Lugosi’s allur- 
ing aristocrat. Max Schreck’s Count 
Orlok is a plague-carrying, rat-head- 
ed ghoul in an ill-fitting suit who 
veers uncomfortably close to an anti- 
Semitic caricature. He can also van- 
ish and levitate out of his coffin, as 
we see in the film’s most iconic scene. 
Unfortunately for him, our hero has 
read “The Book of the Vampires,” 
which he found in his hotel room, the 
Gideon Bible distributors not having 
made it to Transylvania. 

As “Nosferatu” defined the vam- 
pire film, “Night of the Living Dead” 
defined the zombie film. It wasn’t 
until George Romero that they 
become flesh- eaters as well a as 
blank slate representing your primal 


fears of the Unknown, something 
slow-moving yet inexorable. It’s no 
coincidence that the first zombie 
victim is the smirking rationalist 


Johnny, who finds out the hard way 
they’re coming to get us. 

“NOTLD” surely ranks as one 
of the most effective low-budget 


efforts ever, due largely to its doc- 
umentary style, which makes ideal 
use of real locations and a large 
local cast. Although Romero did it 
to save money, it’s a nice touch that 
some of the lead zombies are played 
by advertising executives. 

More kid-friendly is “Wallace 
and Gromit: The Curse of the 
Were-Rabbit,” though, since it’s a 
parody of 1930s Universal horror 
films, adult creature-feature fans 
(especially vegetarian ones) will feel 
right at home. 

As in their previous films, our 
Plasticine protagonists must deal 
with a malfunctioning invention 
straight out of Rube Goldberg as 
well as Tom and Jerry. The numer- 
ous puns, however, are worthy of 
Rocky and Bullwinkle: One jar of 
preserves is labeled “Middle Age 
Spread.” Ooh, that’s scary stuff

‘Honey Brown Eyes’ 
looks at the absurdity 
and the pain of war 

STAGE I When New York playwright 
Stephanie Zadravec was penning 
“Honey Brown Eyes,” she thought 
it felt a little stiff. 

Set in 1992 Bosnia during the 
war in the Balkans, the playfellows 
a Serbian soldier (Alexander Strain) 
and a Muslim resistance lighter (Joel 
Reuben Ganz) as they come to grips 
with their respective relationships 
amid the chaos of wartime. So how 


did Stephanie, a graduate of Bethes- 
da- Chevy Chase High School, get 
inspired? She turned to Fugazi. After 
a friend gave her a CD of Bosnian 
punk rock, she was reminded of her 
own teenage years in the heart of 
D.C.’s punk scene, and started craft- 
ing two young characters coming 
from opposing ends of a war, yet 
with deep parallels. 

The follow-up to her off-Broad- 
way dark comedy, “The Fear Proj- 
ect,” “Honey Brown Eyes” is an 
intimate look at the unlikely rela- 
tionships that develop between the 
soldiers, those who house them and 


each other. 

What’s it like bringing this produc- 
tion to your hometown? 

I grew up going to Folger and Arena 
stages. It’s a real thrill being here in 
such a strong theater town. People 
are aware here, and it’s a wonderful 
place for a play like this. 


This isn’t your typical wartime play. 

You can see a play about war and you 
can feel really preached to. This is a 
story about people that happens to 
be set during the war. You don’t have 
to know about the Bosnian war to 
see the play. It can be taking place in 
Iraq, in World War II. There’s a little 
edge to the play — there’s a laugh 


track during a scene where a gun is 
held to a head. It shows the ridicu- 
lousness and in an absurd way how 
profoundly twisted war is. 

What is the relationship between 
the two main characters? 

They grew up together, and they 
don’t know what’s happened to 
each other. ... Deep down they’re 
kids who are out trying to save their 
civilization and light for a cause. It 
becomes more than the individual 
can bear. 

Why did you choose to have the 
action take place in two kitchens? 

I started reading personal accounts 
of people in their homes. Those 
details fascinated me rather than, 
“This is the battle where 8,000 
people died.” Violence and longing 
can provide really, really intimate

Dreamine 
In Sound 


Rocker Patti Smith 
is the subject of a 
cinematic portrait 

FI LM I Don’t expect a standard rock 
flick with “Patti Smith: Dream of 
Life,” which gets a limited run at the 
API Silver starting Friday. 

That’s the word from both Steven 
Sebring, the director, and Smith, the 
legendary poet-turned-punk-rocker 
and the film’s subject. Sebring is a 
celebrity photographer who came 
by his association with Smith dur- 
ing a photo shoot. He knew next to 
nothing about her music, and when 
he got to know her in the mid-1990s, 
he was intrigued by virtually all of 
her various talents. 

“I think it’s very fortunate that 
Steven wasn’t trying to make a rock 
’n’ roll movie,” Smith says. “First of 
all, I wouldn’t have been interest- 
ed in that.” Also, she notes, getting 
the rights to her own music would 
have been “very, very expensive” and 
would have killed the project, which 
Sebring financed himself. Instead, 


the work is a look at Smith’s per- 
sonal and artistic life in progress 
from 1996 onward. 

“He came and met me first as 
a mother,” Smith says. “Then he 
saw that I drew and painted . . . and 
slowly he discovered that I also 
sang. He wasn’t aware of what I 
did musically.” 

“Dream of Life” might not be 
“Rattle and Hum” or “The Kids 
are Alright,” but it has entranced 
viewers with its dreamlike wash of 
images. It won a cinematography 
award at the Sundance Film Festi- 
val and an award for best documen- 
tary at the Durban International 
Film Festival. 

“A lot of people are expecting 
more of a rockumentary type thing 
because they don’t know her other 
sides,” Sebring says. “[But] I had so 
much stuff other than her perform- 
ing. I wanted the film to be all of 
what she does.” tony sclafani
